REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
claims are allowable over the prior art for at least the reason that the prior art fails to 
teach or suggest a multi-positionable power distribution unit installable within a system 
of one or more electronic devices, said power distribution unit comprising a set of 
external connectors and a set of internal connectors, wherein said power distribution 
unit is installable in any of multiple operative positions depending upon a location at 
which one or more source of electrical power are to be coupled to said set of external 
connectors. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
